The Compapy in normal times employs abont 
three thousand men, and there Is always plenty 
of work for the whole of them, bat at the present 
time there are only Just over two thousand hands 
employed, Fortunately {t cannot,be sald that 
the trade of the calony {3 pziceptibly interfered 
with by the shortness of dock bands, bat If the 
rate of deserting {rom the works proceeds as ithas 
done lately the Inconventence to shipping must 
increase to a material extent, The reason why 
these nine hundred men, most of whdm are 
employed on skilled labour, have left work Is, it 
is sald, that they look npon’ Kowloon highly 
Infected place, Many of the men have alleged 
illness as a cause of thelr absence, while 
others have plainly siated that not only are 
they alrald of contractiog the disease ‘and the 
treatment by the English doctors, but that many - 
eases of plagye cecur In the district which 
never. for obvious teasous, came ander the 
knowledge of the Sanitary Board officers, Many 
people, {tis ‘asserted, have, after belng stricken 
with the di a, ‘left their homes in order to 
dle in thelr, ve country, and {t ts further 
remarked that not a few dead bodles of persons 
wha have been on thelr way have been picked 
up on the hillsides. [t seems that the Prejadice 
against the Western medical treatment is as deep- 
rooted at Kowloon as ever, and even Intelligent 
Chinese workmen have been ‘heard to remazk 
that English doctors polson the patients. °

world, and assuredly long before a large naval 
dock could be completed at Hongkong even 
under the most favourable . circumstances.’

THE BRITISH CROWN COLONIES, 


—_—+-_—_— : 
{British Trade Fournal.] 

In proportion to its lmcortance, no question 
has been so Indifferently discussed as the 
economical condition of the Crown Colonies. 
Not only has no attemp! been made to treat it 
@th any approximate fulness, but even the 
aggregate statements which have been published 
are {ar below reasonable requiremants, What- 
ever difference of oploioa may prevall as to how 
the self-governing colonles ‘of British North 
Americe, Australasia, and South Africa have 
progressed and may be Improved {o the near 
Yuture, as regards thelr trade with the mother 
country, there {sno doubt that the commerce 
between Great Britain and ber Crown Colonies 
is fartoo Hmited. This unsatisfactory result Is 
owlng to soveral causes, the main ones being 
(1) lcequltable {mport and export dotles ; (2) the 
great Increase in recent years of the trade 
between these colonies and foreign countries, 
partly on account’ of cheaper goods being 
supplied from these countries than from the 
United Kingdom, ‘ard partly in consequence 
of the goods transported from the Continent 
of Europe to our Crown Colonies belog carried 
by bounty fed ships and State rsflways;

Hons, such as harbours, roads, and rall- 

If the British Colonial Offica authorities 

and the governors and other administrators of 
the affairs of these colonies bad devoted any- 
thing like as much real and energy to acquaint 
themselves with the reasonable requirements 
for the development of trade therein, and with 
Great Britalo particularly, as they should have 
done, this commerce wonld have vastly 
Ancreased. We agree with the statements oftes 
made that while other Evropean governments 
have very assiduously warked to develop thelr 
colonial commerce, the government of this 
country has been too much disponed to noilce 
the struggles with forelgn competitors with 
almost benevolent nentralily, In such a 
wwretebed condition are some. of our oldest 
Crown Colonfes that they are an nearly decayed 
and decadent as the old Portuguese and Spanish 
colontes, An important despatch was fasued 
by Mr, Chamberlata on November 28th last 
to Governors of Colonies on the question of trade

We also think’ that 
under the same branch of inquiry, Investigation 
shoold he made asto whether the,present method 
of distributing the business of the Colonial Office 
concerning Crown Colonies Is advisable, and 
how It {s discharged and might bo improved, 


.This portion of the subject would tnvolve ques- 


ons as {a the competency of the heads and 
leading subordinate officials of the different 
departments in relation to their duties. Such an 
inqalry {s very ‘ Important, especially ag the 
Secretary of State, who is frequently changed, is 
seldom more than a figure-head, and ls therefora 
much golded In his uctlons concerning Colonial 
administration by the Permanent and Arsistant 
Under-Scerelaries of State and the chiet.clerks, 
The control of Parliament over phe Colonial 
Office ‘is 10 fnsfgnificant that it appears to be 
practically limited to questions occasiotally put 
fp the House of Commons, the replies to which 
are generally drawn op for the Secretary of State 
or the Parllameotary Under-Secretary by sab- 
ordinate officials, 

Complalats have been made from time to time, 
and apparently with good reason, that the want 
of .enything like ‘sufficient development of the 


| trade of the Crown Colonies with this country Is 


attributable In a great measure to the {ncompet. 
ency and lack of enterprise af the Governors of 
these posseiifons, In some cases, thelr ablllty to 
survive the climate {s thelronly qualification, In 
others they have sprung from small positions In 
the Colontal service, and they are seldom, If ever, 
appointed Governors of avy of the leading self- 
governing colonies, an exclusion, whether Just or 
not, not Iikely to raise thelr standard of ablilty. 
‘Adequate evidence on thls subject Is much re- 

ulred, and should be given belore thé Commis- 
sion, It seems advisable also that ‘testimony 
should be adduced as to ‘whether persons 
might’ not be selected as Governors for the 
mote {mporiact Crown Colonies who have 
been. tralned in’ the Colontal ‘service, but 
who, from thele wide commercial experience, 


praiseworthy enterprise, and spectal fitness to 


develop the trade of such colonies, would 
become excellent administrators, In some of 
the larger colonles, having responiible govern. 
ment, the governors’ selected fromthe Colontal 
service-have been few and far between compared 
with thore who have-not been trained there, and 
yet these outsiders huve proved to be the most 
efficlent Governors these leading colonies have 
bad, " As regards the Crown Agents for the 
Colones, these Individoats act as commercial 
and financlal agents in the United. King- 
dom for such colontes as have not Agents- 
General here. They are remunerated by 
fixed salaries, and are appointed by the Colo- 
nial Secretary, who exerclics & general asuper- 
viston and control: aver thelr compliance with 
the instructions of Crown Colony governments. 
Although In consequence of alleged defects In 
the organisation of the department of the Crown 
Agents the Colonial Office caused Investlgations 
to te made concerning the fanctions af thelr 
office, and effected certain imorovemonts therelo, 
which ara. stated In 9 /Parllamentury Paper 
published {n.1B8r, a farther Inquiry should be 
made by the Commission we have recommended, 
with the view to the additlonal Improvement of 
the services of these officers, aad the commis.

NEW LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS.

The terrible lous of Iffe In the wreck of the 
Drummond Castla caused, particular atten. 
Yor to be given to an exhibition of nautical 
Iesaving appliances of one kind and another 
exhibited by Messrs, Roper and Son, at Palace 
Chambers, Westminster, recently. Life-raving 
appliances which don't save lile—which get out 
of gear and break down when put to the test—-: 
are not unknown, of course. Indeed, almost 
the meat typical of theso are the regulation ships’ 
boats, which take hours to lower into the water 
and capsizo when they get there, and which at 
the very best sre usually capable of carrying 
only « fraction of the total number to be accom: 
modated. « And itis tn recognition of these many 
facts that Mesars.. Roper appear to have set to 
work, Take thelr life raft, for Instance. As 
shown in the models exhibited, {t appears to be 
jast the ordinary wide and roomy bridge met 
with on all great Mners, And this Indeed It is, 
bot witha difference. For whereas the ordinary 
bridge is an integral part of the vessel, and goes 
down with her when. she sinks, this bridge of the 
Messrs. Roper is Inatantanecusly detachable on 
‘emergency, and ts thus enabled, by means of 
the steel air-chambers underneath with which 
{t ls equippe!, to fulfil its secondary purpose 
asa ile raft, and In this capacity to accom. 
modate hundreds of passengers upon what {s
